SEEKING EVIDENCE AGAINST NEWTON 


The Commission of Inquiry Invites Definite 

Charges in Writing. 

Nzw Tonx, June 16.—[Special.}—The fol- 
lowing circular letter has been issued by Dr. 
Peters, the Chairman of the Commission of 
Inquiry into the alleged violation of the doo- 
trines and discipline of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church by Dr. Heber Newton:

NINTH StrREET, New York, June 12.—Rev. and 
Dear Sir: I am instructed by the commission of 
inquiry appointed by the Bishop in re. Dr. H. 
Newton to request that you will be good enough 
tosend the Chairman in writing in as definite 
terms as possible a statement of such rumors as 
have come to your knowledge regarding alleged 
violations of the doctrines and discipline of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church on the part of Dr. 
Newton. It is the desire of the committee that 
this statement be communicated to it on or be- 
fore Friday, June 19, 1891. If it should not be 
possible for you to send in the statement hy that 
time will you kindly indicate some early date on 
which it may be expected. For the commission,

i Peters is one of 
the oldest of the New York rectors, and has 
been aclergyman of the diocese ever since his 
ordination, thirty-one years ago. He is gen- 
erally esteemed a high churchman. Dr. Ship- 
man of Christ Church is a decided broad 
churchman, and may be said to be largely in 
sympathy with Dr. Newton. The Rev. Alford 
A. Butler of the Epiphany is one of the 
Bishop’s examining chaplains, and represents 
the orthodox low church side of the commis- 
sion. 

The duties of the Committee of Inquiry, of 
which the rector of St. Michael’s is Chairman, 
are simple. Thecommission will consider the 
statements made in writing regarding Dr. New- 
ton’s alleged violations of the doctrines and 
discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
and will ask the rector of All Souls’ Church 
either todeny or admit the rumors. It is 
understood that Dr. Newton is 
a fight” and will not be disposed to let 
the matter drop with the Committee of 
Inquiry, but will court a public trial, in 
which case the responsibility of a presentment 
will rest with Bishop Potter. If the facts 
appear to the Bishop to constitute an offense 
he will cause a copy of the statement of facts 
to be served on Dr. Netvton, and he will at the 
same time nominate twelve churchmen of the 
Diocese of New York entitled to seats in the 
diocesan convention, and not bring any of 
the original twelve who signed the requisition 
or of the threeclergy on the Commission of 
Inquiry, and he will request Dr. Heber New- 
ton to select flve out of the twelve. As Dr. 
Newton is anxious to have a full and fair in- 
quiry, he wili probably select five representa- 
tive clergymen, men of different schools of 
‘thought, and the tug of war will then begin.

Other streams may be more 
pellucid and give forth odors less 
laden with sewage extracts, but no 
river of any land ever had a 
pleasanter party or one more distinguished in 


all the elements that characterize the age and 


make Chicago what it is. It may have been a 
pity that there were no ladies aboard. But 
then · most adventures are undertaken and 
most discoveries accomplished without their 
‘presence, ‘ 

And this trip up the South Branch was in 
one sense a voyage of discovery, although 
those who were on board live, so to speak, on 
the river’s banks. It was an expedition on 
business which was every now and then con- 
verted into an excursion party. 

The objective point of the trip was the dan- 
ger and obstruction’ to navigation called the 
Canal street bridge—a creation and legacy of 
the Cregier administration. ‘The excursion 
was planned by the marine interests of the 
city and lakes and United Stafes and city 
officials, and leading men in every department 
of business were invited to participate. The 
steamer Saranac, one of the newest and finest 
big boats that sail the lakes, was selected to 
take the guests aboard. 

ä The Start Made. 

At 2:15 0’clock yesterday afternoon Capt. 
Todd rang the signal to go ahead and slowly 
the vessel moved away from the dock opposite 
the foot of La Salle. street. Two of Capt. 

‘Dunham's tugs had lines attached to it—the 
O. B. Green in front and the T. T. Morford 
astern. 

The passage of the Saranac along the river 
and through the bridges was a slow one and it 
took all the skill and rapid action of the tugs 
to keep it from crashimg into a vessel or the 
abutment of a bridge. The difficulties of nav- 
igation in our river were every moment illus- 
trated, and the many prominent business- 
men aboard for the first time realized 
the trouble and danger a big steel steam- 
er measuring 308 feet in length encounters 
when it leaves the lake and enters Chicago’s 
real harbor, which is the river. As the Sara- 
nac’s prow passed the Washington street 
bridge and approached the temporary 
structures used for the building of the new 
Madison street bridge many aboard wondered 
how it could make the curve around and 
through the narrow channel. But it did so, 
drawing like a huge serpent its slow 
length along. Whenever anything seemed to 
impede its leisurely movements and the O. B. 
Green’s line looked strained, the big. wheel of 
the propeller was made to turn more rapidly, 
and then from the depths came up splashes of 
liquid mud and a smell. 

There were several brief stoppages and slow. 
ups during the progress of the boat, some- 
times to avoid a collisi ot! 
a vessel pass through a bridge, and once or 
twice'to have a boat at a dock moved away in 
order to let the Saranac proceed. 

Capt. David Vance of Milwaukee, a ship- 
owner known all over the lakes, was standing 
at the bow of the Saranac as it neared Polk 
street. He looked around, became reminis- 
cent, and said: 

Capt. Vance Reminiscent. 


J haven’t been up this river in twenty-eight 
years, and O! what a change there has been. 
These bridges that we have been pass- 
ing through were then planned 
or built for our small boats of those 
days, and we could go up the river without any 
trouble. Business then was comparatively 
light and obstructions we did not notice. 
There were not one-third the number of 
bridges. In coming in here the first bridge 
we met was at Clark : the 
second at Lake, and the _ thi at 
Madison, and the last bridge we had esto go 
through was at Twelfth street. And right 
over there was the old bridewell.“ he added, 
as the boat passed the Santa Fé Depot. 

While nearing the Canal street bridge Col. 
Rae discussed with some friends the legal 
status of the Canal street bridge and declared 
that the United States had no right to inter- 
fere with it. 

It remains with the City of Chicago to de- 
termine whether it will close up the river en- 
tirely or open it to the commerce 
of other States,” he said. “it is 
purely a domestic question and falls within 
the rule established by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Chestnut street bridge 
case in Philadelphia and also in the Albany 
bridge case. 

Vesselmen and shippers were beginning to 
show that this city would still be a village 
were it not for merchant marine, when the 
Saranac suddenly eame to a stop and Capt. 
Morford shouted: 

Here is your Canal street bridge; just 
look at it!” And everybody hurried for- 
ward to view the miserable-lookmg structure 
which has angered every marine interest of 
the city and which has brought on a mild 
conflict between the War Department and the 
City Government. ° a 

The very sight of the bridge was its own 
condemnation, and not even a city official 
could be found on the Saranac or ashore who 
had a word to say for its existence. — 

There was a veritable blockade at the bridge, 
and several were so uncharitable as to say it 
was purposely planned by the tug men and 
the steamboat line agents. But this was 
proven unjust by photographs secured by 
Capt. Marshall of the United States engincers, 
showing that for days past a blockade has ex- 
isted there.

SEABRIGHT SWEFT OUT OF EXISTENCE. 


The New Jersey Towa. Destriyed by Fire, 
Invélving a Loss of $300,000, 

Lone Branon, N. J., June 16.—[Special. ]— 
Seabright 1s in ruins, Fire swept over the 
busy little city by the sea this afternon and 
hotels, business houses, and cottages went 
down before the flames, entailmg a loss 
which is now estimated at $300,000. 
No lives were lost, but 250 families were ren- 
dered homeless. The flames started in Brack- 
alew’s stable, on River street. The one fire 
engine of the place was soon on hand, and the 
hose was laid over the New Jersey Southern 
railroad tracks. The firemen re getting 
the blaze under control when a train came 
rolling toward the station. The engineer saw 
the hose and stopped. Then came the stupid 
act that caused the city’s destruction. 

Somebody ordered the hose to be taken up 
to allow the train to pass. ‘then the flames 
burst out with renewed vigor: When the fire 
was got under control—in fact it burned itself 
out—there was nothing left of the prosperous 
little city but the south row,“ or the last 
string of houses toward Galilee, 

Eau Crataz, Wis., June 16.—[{Special. j— 
The business portion of Mondovi, a place of 
700 inhabitants at the end of the Sault Ste.

Seven Hundred and Fifty Shares Belonging

An unexpected windfall of $100,000 has been 


found among John Bardsley’s accounts, and 
his indebtedness to the city will be reduced by 
that amount. The assets consist of 750 shares 
of Chicago West Side Passenger railway 
stock in possession of the Farmers’ and Me- 
chanics’ Bank. It is estimated to be worth 
$100,000 and is a remnant of one of the many 
speculations in which Bardsley was engaged. 
The stock came into the possession of the bank 
as collateral for a loan which was closed out 
only a few days before the Bardsley assign- 
ment. stock was being by the 
bank subject to Bardsley’s order when the 
crash came, Now the City Solicitor claims 
the stock for the city on the ground that it 
was bought by city money and should go 
toward liquidating the city’s claim instead of 
going into the general account for the benefit 
of all the creditors. It isthought that Bardsley 
made $100,000 out of the transactions in the 
Chicago stock.

Mr. Dunham’s Statement. 

Mr. Dunham, who was seen in his offiee 
sho after the announcement by the secre- 
tary, that the move was made because 
he had?found that the profits were not enough 


to pay for the risk and the work required in 


doing the business of a big special-wire house. 
“I made up my mind some time ago,” he 
continued, that the thing could not go on 
much longer, and yesterday, after cleaning 
everything up and balancing the books, I 
made the arrangement for the transfer of the 
trades to Norton & Worthington sa as to pro- 
tect my customers. I took this way, which I 
know is a trifle unusual, because I thought it 
would entail less loss than to have it an- 
nounced that all trades should be ‘closed out. 
That would have resulted in slaughter which 
was to be avided.

UNSELFISHLY CARED FOR THE SICK. 


The Work of Pupils of the Illinois Train- 
ing School for Nurses, 

The clinie room of the County Hospital was 
filled with an expectant audience and elaborately 
decorated with flowers yesterday afternoon when 
the forty-five white-capped, white-aproned young 
women, members of the graduating class of the 
Illinois Training School for Nurses, filed into it. 

Mrs. C. B. Lawrence, President of the school, 
made her annual address as follows: 

„Ladies and Gentlemen, Friends and Patrons 
of the Illinois Training School for Nurses: I pro- 
pose today to depart a little from my usuel mode 
of presiding at our commencement exercises and 
say a few words before giving place to the ladies 
and gentlemen who are to follow me. They are 
to speak, I believe, on matters pertaining to 
trained nursing in general and to this class of 
graduates in ic , while I would be glad to 
make a short address on the relations of this 
school for nurses to the Cook County ital. 

„Few understand the terms on which this 
school has undertaken its contract for 2 
the sick in this place. The service requires a 
of sixty-four nurses, for which a stipulated sum is 
charged. This calculation is made on a basis of 
ten patients to each nurse, which under ordinary 
circumstances is sufficient to perform the duty 
well, for in the normal condition of the wards 
there are generally two or three patients in every 
ten who are sufficiently convalescent not only to 
help themselves but occasionally to assist in car- 
ing for others. This assistance they have hitherto 
cheerfully given, and with very-rare exceptions 
have been glad to be so employed, as it has ren- 
dered the monotony of hospital life less irksome,

KANSAS FARMERS’ SECOND SOBER 
THOUGHT. 

The fog of passion which clouded fora 
time the minds of the Kansas farmers is melt- 
ing Away and they are beginning to see things 
clearly. A Topeka dispatch says: 

The returns received by the Alliance Executive 
committee from the suballiances which were 
asked to pass judgment on the work done by the 
Cincinnati convention are far from encouraging 
to the People’s party politicians. It is known 
that twenty-five suballiances have repudiated the 
third party movement. Fifteen of these have re- 
ported to the State Alliance and ten to the Re- 
@ublican State ‘Central committee. The Cloud 
County Alliance held a meeting at Concordia 

unanimously adopted the following 


WHEREAS, The South was not represented in 
the Cincinnati convention; and 

WHEBEAS, We believe the third party will dis- 
rupt the Republican party to the benefit of the 
Democratic party; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we abandon the third party to 
return to our past affiliation. 


It has dawned on these farmers that Demo- 


* cratic politicians, masquerading as Southern 


Farmers’ Alliance leaders, are trying to make 
catspaws of them, and that the sole object of 
this movement for the formation of a third 
party, is to take from the Republican Presi- 
dential candidate next year the votes of Kan- 


other Western States, while the Southern States 
will cast their votes solid ad usual for the Demo- 
cratic nominee. Hence the Kansans are repudi- 
ating Polk and Peffer and all their fraud works 
and are ‘returning to the Republican organiza- 
tion: They are too old birds to be caught. by 
the chaff which has been strewn before them 
and to be entrapped m a Democratic net. 

As the chief cause of their forming the third 
party was a lack of rain for the last two years 
and the short crops which resulted therefrom, 
so the chief cause of their return to their old al- 
legiance is the abundant rainfall of this year 
which, unless something unexpected happens, | 
will give them heavy harvests. If the 
farmers get one thing more they will be satis- 
fied. That is, good prices for what they may 
raise, The present indications are -that they 
will have them. The crops in Western Europe 
are poor, especially in France and Germany. 
The German workingmen are demanding a 
reduction of the duties on breadstuffs. 


farmers to do for themselves. They cannot 
increase the quantity of rain, but they can 
enlarge the markets which consume their 
products. With no assistance, but against 
the passive or active opposition of their 
representatives in the last Congress, Mr. 
Blaine got through a half-way reciprocity 
measure, which has enabled him to open some 
Latin-American countries to American bread- 
stuffs, and thus secure Western farmers better 
prices. If the latter will insist next winter on 
Congress doubling the retaliation as regards 
| sugar, and making that policy apply to tropi- 
cal fruits, Mr. Blaine will pry open every, 
port on this hemisphere south of the United 
States and fill it with American products. 
The Democrats will not dare to vote against 
such a bill as this. The Republicans who have 
recovered from the brief madness of McKin- 
leyism will be glad to support it. 

All that the farmers of the semi-arid regions 
need is rain and good prices for their crops. 
When they get those they will forget the lunacy 
notions of their St. Louis, Ocala, and Cincin- 
nati platforms. They will not care for 
government warehouses to enable them 
to stow away their products till they 
can force up the price of them, 
when there is a natural, profitable demand. 
They will not ask the government to loan them 
worthless “‘ukase ” money when they can get 
good money for their corn, wheat, cattle, and 
hogs. They will not clamor for the free coin- 
age of silver so they may cheat their creditors 
by paying them in 75.cent dollars when they 
are able to pay them in honest d&llars. Nor 
will they cry out for an increase of the cur. 
rency when they see that by the time next 
August comes the government will have 
coined fifty-six million silver dollars in one 
year—dollars the bullion value of which is but 
75 cents, but which are kept at a par with gold 
by virtue of the fact that the United States 
has protected it from competition with for- 
eign bullion which would have driven out all 
the gold and deprived the coined silver of its 
artificial value. 

With good crops, and good prices for them, 
the Kansas farmers will beon their feet again. 
Many of them will pay off part of their mort- 
gages. Others will have them extended at lower 
rates of interest. Those who were intending to 
borrow to make necessary improvements will 
do so at these lower rates. Prosperity and 
political common sense will return to a section 
which they deserted two years ago, and the 
farmers will spend more time in their fields, 
which will greet them with smiling harvests, 
than in their secret lodges listening to Peffer 
and his ilk telling them how they can best 
swindle the men who loaned them the money 
which enabled them to make a start on their 
farms.

WRONG VALUATION OF COOK COUNTY 
LANDS, 


Last year the State Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics tabulated all the sales of acre tracts of 
land made in Illinois in 1887. The total num- 
ber of transactions was 26,771, conveying 
1,669,000 acres for $54,880,000, the aver- 
age price paid per acre bemg $32.87. The 
statistician of the bureau assumes that this 
dum represents the average value per acre of 
all unsubdivided ‘land in the State, which 
would give the total value of that class of land as 
$1,136,000,000, while it is assessed for $365,00U,- 
000, or 82 per cent of its estimated true value. 

The figurer for the bureau takes the trans- 
fers of unsubdivided land in this county for 
1887, and reaches the conclusion from them 
that the average value of that class of real 
estate in Cook was $307 an acre, while it was 
assessed at an average value of $22.81 an acre, 
or 7M per cent of the actual value. Hence he 
concludes that.lands in this county are assessed 
at a fourteenth of what they are worth, while 
in the rest of the State they are assessed at 
about a third. 

Outside papers, especially the Springfield 
Journal, have caught at this report with 
great eagerness, and are beginning to ring the 
changes on the charge that Cook County 
shuns ite due share of taxation and that the 
residents of other counties have to make good 
its shortcomings. Fortunately it will not take 
long to point out the blunder made by the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, which is so serious 


as to make worthless all its calculations 80 
far as they apply to Cook County. 

The unsubdivided land in this county con- 
sists of two totally different classes. This is 
something of which the bureau officer was ig- 
norant, owing to lack of local knowledge. 
One of these classes consists of farm lands 
proper, such as are to be found in towns like 
Elk Grove, Barrington, Hanover, Orland, Pa- 
los, or Bloom, which may, perhaps, if well 
improved, sell as high as $45 to $60 an acre. 
The other class is made up of land near the 
city suburbs which has a speculative value 
as future building lots; Much of the ‘land 
in towns like Lake, Hyde Park, Cicero, Calu- 
met, Jefferson, and Lake View comes under 


It produces but little for 
its owner. He cannot rent it for much. He 
must hold on to it for many years before it is 
in demand, Sometimes he can only get back 
what he paid for it. This land may be held 
at several hundred or a thousand dollars an 
acre and may remain unsold and unproductive 
for years.

THE TRUE BASIS OF FREE TRADE WITH 
OA NADA. 

A few days ago Mr. John Chariton, one of 
the Liberal leaders from Ontario, declared 
that Conservatives were misrepresenting the 
Liberal position, and stated that the Liberal 
platform was “free trade with the United 
States and our own tariff against the rest of 
the world.“ He denounced ads a misrepre- 
sentation that Liberals had any intention of 
adopting the United States tariff and accept- 
ing fiscal legislation from Washington, and 
we observe that the Canadian-American, 
printed in this city, takes the same view and 


deciares that the Canadians recognize the late. 


Sir John Macdonald’s policy “to the extent 
of being independent of tariff-tinkerers at 
Washington. In other words, is this equiva- 
lent to saymg that they do not propose to 
conform their tariff legislation to that of the 
United States? 

In case there is complete reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States it will 
be necessary to have the tariffs of the two 
countries and thejr internal revenue duties 
alike to avoid not only confusion but inequit- 
able division of receipts. If such were not 
the case, if, for instance, revenue duties were 
lower in Canada than in this country, the 
bulk of distilling would be done in Canada 
and the excise would be paid there, 
and the goods would be brought over here, and 
the same result would ensue in the case of 
tobacco, of which considerable is now raised 
in the Dominion. So with the tariff also. If 
tne Canadian tariff on foreign goods were 
lower than ours the foreign goods would go 
into the Canadian ports, pay duty to Canada, 
and be carried across the frontier for sale 
here unless custom-houses were estab- 
lished and thousands of inspectors ap- 
pointed to determine whether these goods 
were Canadian and therefore free, or foreign 
and dutiable. Such an elaborate inspection 
as this would entail an expense greater than 
the present system, and the result would be 
that Canada would get all the duties and 
the United States none. By parity of reason- 
ing, if our duties were lower than theirs the 
Canadians would get no revenue, It certainly 
ought to beapparent to the most zealous Cana- 
dian stickler for fiscal independence that there 
must be an exact equivalence of inland duties 
and duties on foreign goods in case of com- 
plete free trade between the two countries, 

What the Canadians object to is, that the 
United States Congress shall impose duties 
upon goods for both countries, but this is not 
asked. No one in this country expects that 
they are going to surrender their fiscal inde- 
pendence and depend entirely upon Washing- 
ton. What is wanted is a practicable and per- 
fectly feasible arrangement for the unification 
of the two tariffs ana for the raising or lowering 
of them simultaneously, whenever the necessi- 
ty occurs. Americans do not expect that 
Washington will do everything and Ot 
tawa nothing, but that Washington and 
Ottawa will work together for the com- 
mon interest. There must be equal duties, 
which will raise the amount of money which 
the two governments have to obtain from 


| custom-houses. Thefixed percentage of this 


revenue which each will take is a matter of 
easy adjustment after it has been decided that 
the tariffs of the twocountries shall be unified. 

If the Canadians want unrestricted trade 
upon such a basis as this all they have to do is 
to say so. It is for them to make the first ad- 
yances, since whatever evils there may be un- 
der the present system they press twelve 
times more grievously upon Canada than up- 
on the United States. If on the other hand 
they prefer to have things remain as they are, 
all they have to do is to say so and there will 
be no move for a change this side of the line. 
They have imposed a duty on our manufac- 
tures. We have imposed an equivalent duty 
upon their natural preducts. We can stand 
the exclusion of our manufactures from their 
markets fully as well, if not much better, than 
they can stand the exclusion of their natural 
products from our markets. The United 
States is not worrying about this matter at all. 
We are simply waiting the pleasure of Canada. 
When it makes the proper advances this coun- 
try will be ready to consider them. If it wants 
things to remain as they are we are equally 
content. 


THE DEFEAT OF THE MUTUAL SAVINGS 
BANK BILL. 

The Mutual Savings Bank bill was | killed by 
a few men who succeeded in keeping it in a 
House committee till it was too late to 1 
acted on. After they had sat on it lo 
enough they reported it back with an adverse 
recommendation. There 1s not one, of them 
who can givé a decent reason for what 
he did. The measure they killed was 
an admirable one, which had worked 
well in a dozen States where tried. 
Nor would the action of the Legislature have 
been final if it had passed the bill. It would not 
have become a law unless the people approved 
it at the election in November, 1892. If it 
had any serious defects the discussion which 
would have taken place between now and 
then would have brought them out. 

The defeat of this bill was due to the fact 
that certain Chicagoans thought it would inter- 
tere with their profits by giving the working 
classes a better way of mvesting their 
small savings. These men sent their 


lobby agents to Springfield with boodle in 


their pockets to buy up members to do their 
dirty work for them. These emissaries were 
not successful in the Senate, which had a 
much smaller percentage of bribe-takers than 
the House, and the bill passed the former 
body. But the corruptionists were able to get 
in their work in the Lower House. They 
found men there who were willing to be boodled, 
and who did the job most effectually for their 
employers.
